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Hispanic Chamber of Commerce Golf Committee; and as Chairman of
the Illinois Hispanic Democratic Council; he also served with
El Centro Pan Americano, the East Aurora Redevelopment Task
Force, and the Fox Valley Freeway Advisory Committee; he was
the driving force behind the Marie Wilkinson Food Pantry on

Highland Avenue and co-founder of Aurora Community Talks; and
